BYPOSES ‘PULL’ IN SCHOOLS. 


Letter to Supt. Cooley Explains 
errr: * 


Vice pes of Board of Education 
“Defends” Himself. 


A deliberate attempt to override Superin- 
tendent ot Schools Edwin G. Cooley's civil 
service list amd secure the appointment of 
three teachers by the use of pull ‘and 
threats was the charge made yesterday 
against Dr, Wiadssiaw A. Kuflewski, vice 
president of Mayor Dunne's reform school 
board, following the discovery of documen- 
tary proof in the vault of the board. 

The “evidence” was in the shape of a let- 
ter tten by Assistant Superintendent of 

Charles P. Megan and addressed to 
Supt. Cooley. In this letter Assistant Super- 
intendent Megan relates in detail the efforts 
i made by Vice President Kufleweki to secure 
the appointment of three evening school 
teachers and Dr. Kufiewski’s subsequent 
threats. 
Disclosed Under Dawés Rule. 

The letter written by Supt. Megan is one of 
the documents turned over to the committee 
on school management Nov. 16, together with 
Supt. ‘Cooléy’s pull list,“ containing the 
names of board members and politicians who 
had violated the Dawes anti-pull rule. 

Immediately after the meeting the letter 
was placed for safe keeping in the school 
| board's vaults and the strictest secrecy re- 
garding. ite existence was maintained by 
beard members and by school employés. 

The letter bore the date of Nov. 10 of last 
| year and the teacher in whom Trustee Ku- 
flewski interested himself did not receive her 
| appointment until Nov. 16 of this year, a full 
| year later. This fact will be used as an argu- 
ment by Supt. Cooley's friends in contradic- 

tion of the charge made by Trustee Post that 
the present merit system exists in name only. 


Megan’s Letter to Cooley. 

The letter, which is self-expianatory, fol- 
lows: 

Nov. 10, 1906.—Mr. E. d. Cooley, Superintendent 
of Schoole-My Dear Mr. Cooley: A few days ago 
Dr. Kuflewski called at the office and told me to 
appoint Mre. Nellie M. Hubbard to a position 
which he understcod would soon be vacant in the 
Hamline evening school, and also to appoint Miss 
Skora to a position as teacher in the Wells evening 
school, and asked that Miss Louise Gildemelister 
be assigned to a position in the evening schools, I 
explained to him where these teachers stood on 
the list, and he said he did not care about that, 
that he wanted them appointed. I told him that 
all appointments to positions in the evening schools 
were made in strict order from the head of an 
eligible list. He said he did not care about that, 
that he wanted these teachers appointed to the 
positions he had mentioned. 

This afternoon Dr. Kuflewski called again at the 
office and asked me if those teachers were 4p- 
pointed.’ I told him we had not reached them on 
the list. He then said he would get even with me 


in some way. Sincerely.

Assistant Superintendent of Schools. 

When, on Nov. 15 of this year, Miss Gilde- 
méister’s name was reached on the eligible 
list, Supt. Cooley recommended her appoint- 
ment to the school management committee 
and she was assigned to the Tuley evening 
school.

Dr. White Attacks Vuien. 

Tie Rev. R. A. White, school trustee; iri an 
address before the Methodist ministers at 
their forenoon weekly meeting, charged that 
the crux of the whole present school situation 
is that the teachers’ union wants to gain con- 
trol of the school system. 

“ This organization, comprising from 8,000 
to 8,500 teachers, including about half of the 
public school teaching force, presumes to 
speak for all,” said Dr. White. 

J approve of the Post report in as far as 
it emphasizes things in existence and things 
that have beem in practice for years, but I 
disagree with its method for the eppoint- 
ment of an examining board. There will be 
too much ‘ butting in by the teachers fed. 
eration.” 

He said that Supt. Cooley can do nothing 
without authority from the board, and that 
at any time the board can take all power 
away from that official, should he abuse it. 

Dr. White also attacked the teachers’ fed- 
eration for having affiliated with the Chicago 
Federation of labor. 

It became known during the day that al- 
most every clergyman and speaker who has 
attacked: the teachers’ union or Mayor 
Dunne’s board has been assailed in anony- 
mous letters, signed A School Teacher. 


FIRE BURNS BIG WAREHOUSE 
AND THREATENS RESIDENTS. 


T. W. Jones Furniture Storage Plant in 


Twenty-ninth Street Destroyed, 
Loss $100,000. 


Fire at 2 o’clock this morning practically 
destroyed the Jones Storage warehouse, a 
four story brick structure in Twenty-ninth } 
street, between Princeton and Shields ave- 
nues. The warehouse was owned. by the T. 
W. Jones company, which has offices at 2200 
Cottage Grove avenue. 

The building was partly led with furni- 
ture, which also was destroyed. The loas is 
estimated at $100,000. 

Many residents in the vicinity were aroused 
by the fire, and those in houses immediately 
adjoining hastened to move their household 
goods into the streets. 

A general alarm, followed by a special call, 
brought a strong fire force to the scene. No 
one was reported injured, The police said the 
same warehouses were on fire less than a year 


ago.

President in White House After

Smooths Ruffled P of Diplomat | 
Who Welcomes Him. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.~[Special.J— 
President Roosevelt is back in Washington. 
He arrived tonight from his trip to Panema 
and Porto Rico, after an absence of eighteen 
days from the capital. He said he never felt 
better in his life. Mrs. Roosevelt also was in 
good health and spirits. 

The president's first act after arrival was 
to adjust an international incigent. A marine 
sentry had refused to permit Sefior Don Pedro 
Requena Bermudez, first secretary and 
chargé d'affaires of Uruguay, to bane ghee: the 
president's yacht, Mayflower, and formally 
| congratulate the chief executive upon his 
return. The dignity of Sefior Bermudez had 
been put to a severe test, and he was wroth. 
The president succeeded, however, in smooth- 
ing down the ruffled feathers of the angry 
diplomat, and the country will breathe a sigh 
of relief to know that there is no danger of 
war with Uruguay. 

‘Mayflower Takes No Chances. 

The Mayflower arrived at the Washington 
navy yard at 10:40 o'clock, after having re- 
celved the president and Lis y from the 
battleship Loulmana at the mouth of the 
Potomac fiver. The yacht came up slowly, 
using the searchlights all the time and pick- 
ing ite way with the greatest care through 
the tortuous channel. 

It took the Mayflower about fifteen minutes 
to make the landing. The instant the gang- 
plank was thrown out Miss Ethel Roosevelt, 
who had been waiting at the wharf, rushed 
over it eagerly and reached the deck just in 
time to meet her father as he came from 
below. There was nothing conventional about 
the young girl’s greeting to the president. 
When she was through with showing her 
father how’ glad she was to see him back 
Miss Ethel dashed down below to greet her 
mother. 

Welcomed by Angry Diplomat. 

The president had hardly been released 
| from the embraces of Miss Ethel when he 
came face to face with Sefior Bermudez. 
Sefior Bermudez was the second person over 
the gangplank and carried aboard the May- 
flower a breast swelling with indignation. 

It seems that Sefior Bermudez had deter- 
mined it was only right and proper for him 
to be at the navy yard on the president's 
arrival as the representative of the diplo- 
matic body in the American capital. When 
he got to the yard gate it was unfortunately 
after tattoo, and the stiffbacked young sen- 
tinel was not impressed with Sefior Ber- 
mudes s explanation of who he wasand what 
he was there for. 

Finally an officer was called and the mat- 
ter having been adjusted, Sefior Bermudez 
sprinted for the wharf, several hundred 
yards away, and reached it as the Mayflower 
came up to the dock. 


Ruffled Plumage Smoothed. 

Standing on the Mayflower's deck, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt listened to the tale of woe 
the emissary from Uruguay unfolded. Those 
on the wharf were near enough to hear the 
word “outrage” many times through the 
teeth of Sefior Bermudez. Evidently the 
president managed to mollify in some degree 
the injured feelings of his South American 
welcomer, for they shook hands cordially 
and the diplomat, leaping ashore, went rap- 
idly out of the yard and boarded a street car. 

Then the president and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Miss Ethel got in the waiting White house

identified. There is no clear-account of the 


accident, but the one accepted by the police 


is told by Fred Murphy, 192 Wood street, a 
machinist, who was standing next to the gir! 
and made an ineffectual effort to save her 
life. 

According to Murphy, the gate of the car 
was not closed when A. B. Senaca, the guard, 
gave the signal to go ahead. This is denied 
by Senaca, who is held at the West Chicago 
avenue police station, pending the result of 
the coroner’s inquest this morning., Senaca 
said the gate was closed and the girl was 
standing on the car platform outside of it. 


Platform Is Overcrowded. 

“ The platform was crowded, but I jumped 
in just as the guard gave the signal and this 
girl was close. behind me,“ said Murphy. 
“The gate stuck and the guard told us we'd 
have to get off. Thére was plenty of room 
for the girl to stand there. I should say she 
had at least a foot, but she evidently became 
frightened and attempted to get out. By that 
time the car was mo at a fair rate of 
speed and as she step out we whizzed past 
the end of the station platform. As she fell 
I tried to seize her dress, but did not get.a 
good grasp on it and it slipped through my 
fingers." 

After the girl fell the train was stopped and

Both Girle Are Identified.

Short- 
ly after 7 o’clock in the evening Salvatore de 
Tomaso heard of the accident and went to 
the residence of a girl who worked in a shop 
in Jefferson street, where his daughter was 
employed. From this girl. he learned that 
his daughter bad not been at work, and 
a trip to the morgue confirmed. his. fears. 
De Tomaso moved to his present address last 
Saturday. 

It was at almost the same time that Polly 
Katcrna was injured. She was walking east 
along the tracks when the train struck her 
and it is believed was on her way to catch 
a car at Halsted street. The engineer de- 
clares he blew his whistle, but the girl did 
not heed it. No marks were found on her 
clothing to reveal her identity and her name 
and address were not learned until after 9 
o'clock in the evening. ;

THREE CIGARMAKERS MAKE BE- 
QUESTS AGGREGATING $1,150. 


Two of Them Give $550 Apiece to 
Their Organisation and the Third 
Sets Apart $50 for Use of the Men 
bers to Have a Good Time at His 
Funeral—Long Fight of Carpenters 
and Woodworkers Has Come to an 
End. 


An unusual devotion’ jo the laber union in 
which they have served as members for a 
long term of years caused three cigarmakers 
to draw up their wille yesterday with spe- 
clal bequests in favor of the organization. 
The value of the bequests amounts to $1,150. 
The proceeding is. said to be unperalignd in 
the labor movement. 

John MeNamee took this method of cele- 
| brating. the seventieth anniversary ot his 
dirth. Calling in George J. Thompson, sec- | 
retary of local No, 14 of the Cigarmakers’ 
union, McNamee asked the official to witness 
the signature of his last will and testament. 
When Thompson read the document he was 
surprised to find in it the following clause: 

Since I owe much of my success and 
satisfaction in life to a long membership in 
the Cigar makers union, I do hereby be- 
queath upon my death the sum of $550 to said 
organization, the money to: be paid to the 
treasurer of the union and to be used for the 
purpose of furthering unionism in Chicago.” 

Example Followed by Others. 

McNamee has been in the union forty years. 
There are several other members having 
nearly as good records for long service. When 
they heard of McNamee’s action they decided 
to follow his example. One of the men was 
William Foster, who bequeathed a similar 
sum: to’ the organization. The third bene- 
. factor.is John Porter, who left the members 
of the union $50, but stipulated that the sum 
should be used to have a good time at his 
funeral. 

“If this custom of leaving wealth to the 
union” grows,“ said” Secretary Thompson, 
“ we will have enough money soon to pension 
off the living members, ane they need not 
work any more.“

Finance Committee Presents Estimate 


to Directors—$50,000 More 
than Last Year. 


It will take practically $500,000 to maintain 
the Chicago public library for the year 1007 
if. the estimates reported by the finaheé com- 
mittee of the board of diréctors at its meeting 
last night are approved.

Tax a Revenue Producer. 

‘With this type of inhéritance and income 

tax leveled avowedly at the rich, it is the 
belief of President Roosevelt that he could 
secure the disintegration of great fortunes 
as they now exist and prevent their being 
piled up in the future. Either an inheritance 
tax or income tax would be a large revenue 
producer. It probably would make necessary 
in the long run.a radical revision of our tariff 
law, and it might become necessary to get 
doWn to a free trade basis merely to prevent 
too much accumulation in the treasury. 
If the true theory of the Roosevelt finan- 
cial scheme works out, however, it would re- 
sult in the prohibition of great fortunes and 
hence would not be so great a revenue pro- 
ducer, because no man in his right mind 
would amass an enormous fortune if he knew 
that the government would take possession 
of the greater part of it upon his death. 
Even under those circumstances, however, 
the revenue derived from such sources would 
de great, and it probably would be more than 
éndugh to run the government, so that in- 
ternal revenues and customs dues necessarily 
would have to be abolished or else the gov- 
ernmént itself would soon control all the 
money in the country. 


May Cause Great Agitation. 
It is easy. to see, therefore, that in the com- 
ing battle royal there wil be arrayed on the 
one side poor men, men of moderate incomes, 
and the moderately rich who have been un-

rich. Against them will be the enormously

SAFETY ON ELEVATED ROADS. 


In & report of an accident on one of the 


Whe track at a curve for the third time 
‘within two months, the statement is made 
that the employés were not able to give a 
definite reason for the series of acci- 
dents. They said the fault might be in 
the rails or it might be thak the motor-. 
man ran the train too fast. 


The impression ie a strong one that ff 


the elevated road employés do not know 
why the trains have jumped the track 
three times in a dangerous place they 
should get busy at once to find out. As 
yet there has been no serious accident 
caused by the derailing of cars on the ele- 
vated tracks. But hundreds of those who 
use that form of transportation have had 
a wondering thought of what might hap- 
pen some time if a train ever did fall off 
the elevated structure. Some of the 
curves are quite sharp, and an accident 
“would be attended with great loss of life, 
3 during the rush hours, when 


care are crowded with people, many 


ot them hanging upon the straps. 


Patrons have a right to expect the most 
areful ‘examination of the track in every 
part of the route and the utmost precan- 
tions for safety at curves. Reinforced rails 
‘and every possible means for strengthen- 
Ing the track at points of unusual strain 
ought to be expected as a matter of 


in the regulation of speed ought to be 
supplemented by the strictest orders on 
the part of the managers. When trains 
follow one another closely at the busy 
hours of travel there is great temptation 
to gain speed wherever it is possible. 
Congestion comes quickly. The accident 
to the train mentioned disarranged traffic 
on the loop for quite a while. 

No consideration is more important than 
that of the safety of the human freight. 
The motorman holds the Hves of hun- 
dreds in his hands. If an appalling acci- 
dent otcurs at one of the curves on the 
loop the coroner’s jury will find out the 
cause. But it will be too late then. A 
‘little precaution in advance is worth far 
more than the expression of regret which 
will follow an avoidable accident. 

The man in charge of a train has to as- 
sume that everything is all right when he 
sees no danger signals and does not him- 
self. discover a broken rail or some defect 
in the cars he has behind him. Bat when 
three accidents occur at one point in quick 
succession it is evident that everything is 
not all right. Patronage depends upon 
public confidence, and that confidence 
must be based upon the assumption that 
every possible care is taken for the safety 
of those who ride. ‘

Admiral Sir Albert Markham, whose retire- 
ment from the navy on account of age has 


‘enabled the British government to promote 


Lord Charles Beresford to the same rank as 
that of Admiral Dewey, that is to say, of a 
full admiral, has been the subject of a t- 
er amount ot discussion in his day than 
almost any officer in the British service. For 
it was his flagship, the Camperdown, which 
some fifteen years ago rammed the battleship 
Victoria off the coast of Syria, and sent it to 
the bottom of the sea, carrying with it its 
crew of over 600 men, many officers, and Sir 
George Tryon, then commander in chief of 
the Mediterranean squadron. The disaster 
was due to a faulty maneuver ordered by 
Admiral Tryon. Admiral Bir Albert Mark- 
ham had to choose between obedience, with 
almost inevitable disaster, and disobedience, 
with the probability of a court martial for 
insubordination, his commanding officer, Sir 
George Tryon, being a strict discip 

Sir Albert Markham decided in favor of the 
former alternative. He held that the virtue 
of obedience Was Superior to every other in 
the navy, that the responsibility for what 
would follow would after all remain with his 
chief. He argued that if every officer on re- 
ceiving orders were to hesitate about comply- 
ing with them until he had decided in his own 


mind. whether they were right or wrong, all 
discipline would be at an endin the navy. All 


this was brought out at the court martial 
subsequently held at Malta, and before which 
he had to appear for ramming and sinking the 
Victoria. He was acquitted by the court 
martial and all the newspapers, both in Eng- 
land and abroad, lauded his Spartan ideas of 
discipline. 
— 

Although Sir Albert was acquitted the ad 
miralty is understood to have censured himin 
a confidential minute, holding that he ought 
to have exercised judgment in obeying an or- 
der that was not only manifestly erroneous, 
and clearly issued in momentary aberradjion 
by his superior officer, but also evidently 
bound to result in tful disaster. 

Strangely enough, Sir George Tryon 
had some time previous to this disaster taken 
to task a. young lMeutenant commanding a 
torpedo boat attached to his squadron for 
having obeyed implicitly an erroneous order 
issued from the flagship, telling him that he 
should always use judgment and remember 

t he was responsible for the lives of those 

er his command and for the safety of his 
ship, intimating that England expected all 
her officers to use judgment in moments of 
emergency, and that all their training was to 
accomplish that purpose. That young Heu- 
tenant, whose record is one of the finest and 
cleanest in the Briti#h navy, is Capt. Ryan 
the popular naval attaché of the British em- 
bassy at Washington. 

— 

England’s greatest naval commander, Lord 
Nelson, was only able to win the battle of St. 
Vincent, which earned for him a peerage and 
undying fame, by refusing to obey the order 
of his commanding officer under the pretext 
that he could not make out through his apy- 
glasses the signals to retreat. This was not 
astonishing, seeing that he purposely kept his 
telescope applied, not to his sound eye but to 
his blind one. 

Austria, indeed, goes so far as to confer the 
most highly prized of all its decorations for 
successful acts of daring performed in the 
army or in the navy without orders, or in 
direct deflance of commands received—feats 
that in the event of failure would have re- 
sulted in death or, worse still, degradation. 
The order in question ig that of Maria 
Theresa, even the lowest class of which car- 
ries with it the hereditary title of baron and 
a comparatively large pension: It is con- 
ferred by the sovereign, but only with the 
sanction of the chapter of the order, which 
gives careful consideration not only to the 
deed of valor itself but also to the circum- 
stances under which it was performed.

One of the most popular and successful 
commanders of the French army—namely: 
Gen. de Negrier is indebted for his high rank 
to an act of disobedience during wartime. 
He was in command of à regiment of Chas- 
seurs d' Afrique, on the frontier of Morocco. 
Learning that two companies sent forward 
om outpost duty had been surrounded by the 
enemy, he immediately gave directions to 
hasten to the rescue, and the troops were 
about to start, when suddenly an order ar- 
rived from the commanding general, bidding 
the odionel to rejoin the main body of the di- 
vigion with his regiment and to re with- 
out delay on the receipt of the order. You, 
my trie,“ exclaimed Col. de Negrier, ad- 
dressing the ald de camp, will have to ar- 
range te meet me with this order some time 
tomorrow, but not before; so right about 
face!’ With that, the colonel placed himself 
at the head of his regiment and gave the 
order to match forth to the rescue. After am 
almost unparalleled and continuous march 
of eighteen hours the regiment reached the 
two companies, already half decimated by 
the enemy, just in time to save the remainder 
from massacre. In this case the colonel’s 
disobedience to the orders of his superior offi- 
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master the pronuficiation of Veronique —

the better. But Veronique is of true 
light opera quality, and the listening to it is 
source of real pleasure to the music lover. 
Whether the large public will find the work 
as a whole strongly to ite liking remains to 
be seen. It is am entertainment different 
from that to which we have been accustomed, 
and the absence of noise and horse play may 
make the performance seem unduly quiet. It 
is to be hoped, however, that the charming 
opera and its worthy presentment may not go 
unappreciated. To-have it received with 
hearty approval would be to have faith in

She 
does so, attends the picnic, captivates 
Florestan by her beauty and girlish grace, 
and rune away justin time to reach her home 
and keep an appointment with him in her true 
character of Helene de Solange. Of course 
love’s way is smoothed and the story ends 
with the customary ‘wedding bells. 

It ts a simple and olden story, but it ts 
held consistently within the lines of the ro- 
mantic and the quaint, and it suffices to 
keep interest alive. The music and the beau- 
ty of the presentment, however, are re- 
sponsible for the chief attraction the per- 
formance exerts. 

Of the music there is, first and foremost, the 
“ Swing Song,“ which is certain. to become 
as widely popular here as it. has heen for 
three years in England. It ig a neatly con- 
ceived duet, with a refrain which haunts 
the memory of every one who hears it. The 
“Donkey Song duet which precedes it is 
another clever bit of writing, and, although 
less catchy; needs but to become known to 
be admired. “ Rosalle is also a number 
which is destined.to know whistling popu- 
larity.

PHONE FRANCHISE HEARING 
NEARING ITS CONCLUSION 


Be Finished This Week—Argument 
Between Levy Mayer and Hibbard. 


The hearing of the discussion of rates for 
telephone service will be resumed this aft- 
ernoon by the council committee on gas, oil, 
and electric light. There is a prospect now 
that the discussion will end this week. 

There was a dispute yesterday between A. 
8. Hibbard, general manager of the Chicago 
Telephone company, and Levy Mayer, at- 
torney for the Manufacturers’ Telephone 
company, as to the ability of the latter com- 
pany to furnish telephone service at the 
rates proposed. 

“The yearly net earnings from the Chi- 
cago telephones, said Mr. Mayer, are 
$46.35 each. The het earnings of the com- 
pany are $1,400,000. At the rate offered by 
the Manufacturers’ Telephone company the 
net ngs would be 6080, 000. 

Mr. bbard said that the average earn- 
ings per phone as operated by the company 
were §44, and that the Manufacturers’ com- 
pany’s rates would seem to be $2 higher. The 
new rates provided by the Chicago Tele- 
phone „ he said, would make an es- 
timated reduction of from 18 to 22 per cent 
on the telephone earnings. This would 
bring the gross earnings at the Chicago com- 
pany's new rate down to a point where they 
are much less than the expense estimated 
by the experts for the Manufacturers’ com- 


pany.
